By French Officer. ' 


GERMERSHEIM, Germany, Sept. 


30.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
The populace of this town is seeth- 
ing- with excitement over the recent 
shooting to death of one German 
civilian and the wounding- of two 
others by a French officer of the 
army of occupation. 


Dr. Bell, minister of the occupied 


area, is scheduled 
to arrive here 


October 1 to conduct a personal in- 
vestigation into the matter. 'Mean- 
while the burgomaster of the town, 
in the name of the populace, has 
telegraphed an appeal to the League 
of Nations and the German and 
Bavarian 
governments, 
charging- 


that the town is being oppressed 
by the French garrison and asking 
that a neutral court of arbitration 
be formed to Investigate the trag- 
edy. He also demands the evacua- 
tion by foreign troops as quickly 
as possible. 
The appeal, in part, says: 
"Because the lives of our citizens

the first time in almost a week. 
Rest for them and the 400 men 
who labored untiringly for 
their 
rescue was the order of the day. 
Entombed SOO feet 
underground 
last Friday by a 
shaft 
cave-In, 


which killed three mine electricians, 
the last of the forty-three 
minor* 
were brought to the surface short- 
ly before midnight, ending one of 
the greatest rescue efforts in min- 
ing annals. 
Today the men were recuperating 


from their harrowing 
experience. 
They were given light foods, replac- 
ing their diet of birch bark tea 
brewed 
over 
improvised 
stoves 
made from lunch pails. Birch bark 
was stripped from mine reinforce- 
ments and seepage water was plen- 
tiful. 
Most o£ the men attending physi- 
cians said, will be able to go 
to 
their hohies by tonight. 
Rescue 
was 
effected 
through 
hundreds of feet 
of underground 


shafts and laterals, some hurriedly 
constructed and others 
weakened 


arid made unsafe by the cave-in. 


Hawes Reaches Prisoners. 


First to reach the 
imprisoned 


men was George Hawes of Chi- 
cago, safety expert of the Pullman 
company and a former employe of 
the mine. He was greeted by Tom 
Trewartha, a shift boss, who, with 
two miners were "on guard duty" 
while their 
companions 
/slept 
Hawes was followed by 
Captair 


Gust Erickson, in charge of the 
Pabst mine for the Oliver Mining 
Co.; Captain Harry Byrne of the 
Tilden mine at Bessemer, Mich., 
and Ocar Olson, chief engineer of 
the Oliver company, who made their 
way through the dangerous rescue 
passage. 


"How are you?" Hawes asked 


Trewartha. 


"We are all O. 1C, Forty-three 


men all right,'1 Trewartha replied. 
Hawes shouted the news to his 
companions who wore at various 
places in the shaft. 
They in turn 
relayed it and soon those on the 
surface knew that all were "alive 
and well." 


It was not long until all the im- 


prisoned men were awake and re- 
joicing. All took turns at puffing 
a- lone cigar Hawes 
had in his 


pocket. 


Soup, coffee, tobacco and other 


articles to make the weary men as 
comfortable as 
possible 
pending 


their removal to the surface were 
Immediately 
dispatched. 
Mean- 


while workers started making the 
rescue passage safer with 
heavy 


timberings. 
Shortly after S o'clock last night 


Samuel F. Synkelrnan, 38, father 
of eight children, emerged. He was 
the first of the men to come to 
the surface. 
Ten thousand people 


were jammed 
about 
the 
shaft 


mouth. Talks With Family. 


Synkelman, covered with red iron 
ore. was taken to the mine rescue 
car for examination. Later, after a 
few words with members of 
his 
family, he went to the hospital. 
All of the men -were given a pre- 
liminary examination by a 
physi- 
cian who visited them In their sub- 
terranean 
abode. 
They 
declared 
they were all right, but officials 
thought It best that all go to the 
hospital. Families of 
each 
were 
permitted to spend a little 
time 


with them. 
None of the entombed men^>ad 
liad given up hope. They took care 
to keep their watches running and 
knew they had been imprisoned five 
days. Each twenty-four hours a 
mark was placed on a piece of tim- 
bering, indicating that another day 
had passed. 
Larry Uren, the "Salvation Army 
miner,1' often led his fellow pris- 
oners in gospel meetings, singing 
and praying. 
That efforts were being made to 
rescue them was known to the men. 
They heard 
blasting operations 


from time to time, they said. 
Preparations for the reunion that 
is to come was being made in for- 
ty-three homes today. It was a day 
of thanksgiving. All Ironwood 
is 
happy and even those who are not 
related to the 
men 
Who "came 
back" are joining in the festivities. 


Honors are being paid the rescue 
workers who came from throughout 
the Gogebic range, virtually dis- 
rupting mining activities. 
Of the three efforts undertaken 
to provide a way to bring the im- 
prisoned men to the surface, the 
most hazardous 
was 
successful. 
This was upward from the bottom 
of the shaft, 
blocked in 
several 
places by the cave-in. Access to 
;he bottom of the shaft was gained 
through a lateral tunnel connecting 
with the shaft of another mine. 
Working upward, the 
rescuers 


found the 
tunnel blocked 
at th> 
J 


twenty-third level. They dug around 
this blocked 
section and 
on the 
twenty-first level found the shaft 
open. From there they worked their 
way upward on the shaft ladders 
through d,?bris to the eighth level, 
the subterranean abode of the men. 
From the eighth level the miners 
were forced to descend to the twen- 
ty-sixth level, then through the lat- 
eral to the other mine and then up 
through that shaft to the surface.
